CHAPTER 143. 
AN ACT to amend section 1326 of the statutes, relating to ob- 

structions in highways. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and 
assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. Section 1326 of the statutes is amended to read: 
Section 1326. 1. * * * Any person who shall obstruct any 
public highway in this state by wilfully or maliciously placing or 
causing to be placed therein any depression, ditch; humps or 
embankments of earth, logs, stone or stones, nails, glass or other 
materials or substances intended or calculated to impede or 
incommode the lawful use of such highway, or * • * 
who shall place any obstruction in any ditch constructed for 
draining the water from any such highway shall • * * be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than ten nor more than one hun-
dred dollars. * * 

2. The superintendent of highways of any township or district 
where such obstruction may exist upon written notice from any 
resident of this state shall cause such obstruction immediately 
to be removed, and in case of failure to cause the removal of 
such obstruction within a reasonable time after service of such
